March 12, 2013 


The March twelfth, two thousand thirteen Town Meeting was called to order at eight of 
the clock in the morning by Moderator John Kimball II, who announced the polls to be open to 
act upon Article 1. 


At 1:00 P.M. the absentee ballots were accepted. The polls closed at 7:00 P.M. and the 
ballots were tallied. 


Article 1-A. All town offices and school board members for the year ensuing were voted 
on with the following results:

At 7:03 P.M. Wednesday, March 13" the Town Meeting was reconvened in the fire 
station to act upon Article 2 through 38. Moderator, John Kimball II, called the meeting to order 
with the Pledge of Allegiance. Mr. Kimball then welcomed all those present and announced the 
results of the Town Election and the School Board Election. 


Article 2. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by David Hughes to raise and 
appropriate $811,130 to defray the Town charges for the ensuing year. ($784,220 appropriated 
in 2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 3. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to raise 
and appropriate $10,000 to be placed in the existing Town Buildings Repair and Maintenance 
Expendable Trust for the purpose of repairing and maintaining municipally owned buildings. 
($15,000 appropriated in 2012). The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. The vote to 
approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 4. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Steve Caney to raise 
and appropriate $20,000 to be placed in the existing Energy Conservation & Improvement 
Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of implementing the recommendations from the energy 
audit and future evaluations as may be performed on municipally owned buildings and grounds. 
($20,000 appropriated in 2012). The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. |The vote to 
approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 5. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Gregory Hime to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500 for the purpose of supporting the Coalition Communities. ($500 
appropriated in 2012). The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. The vote to approve this 
Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 6. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Gregory Hime to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $288,322 for the maintenance of Town Highways and Bridges, including 


sidewalks and dead tree removal. This appropriation to be offset with estimated $33,797 from 
State Highway Block Aid and the balance of the appropriation to be raised by taxes. ($331,474 
appropriated in 2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 7. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Charley Hanson to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $120,000 for the purchase of a Highway Department truck. This 
appropriation to be offset with $60,000 from the Public Works Truck or Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund and the balance of $60,000 to be raised by taxes. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. Richard Drenkhahn made a motion to amend this Article to, “To see of the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $165,506 for the purpose of a Highway Department 
truck. This appropriation to be offset with $30,000 from the Public Works Truck or Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund and the balance of $135,506 to be raised by taxes.” This motion was 
seconded by Charley Hanson. Mr. Drenkhahn explained that the Selectmen had originally put in 
$120,000 but when the bids for the truck came in they were higher than anticipated. Therefore 
the Selectmen raised the amount accordingly. Also instead of pulling $60,000 out of the Capital 
Reserve they are only taking $30,000 so that they are not completely diminishing what is in the 
Capital Reserve Fund. Mr. Hime asked what the balance of the Fund is before spending the 
$30,000. Mr. Drenkhahn responded that there is just about $61,000. The vote on the 
amendment was approved by majority vote. The vote on the amended Article was approved by 
majority vote. 


Article 8. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Richard Drenkhahn to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1 to be added to the Highway Department Truck or Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. ($30,000 appropriated in 2012) The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 9. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by David Riley to create an 
Expendable Trust Fund, under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Town Roads 
Repairs & Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of repairing and maintaining 
Town roads and appropriate the sum of $100,000 for this fund and to appoint the Selectmen as 
agents to expend from this fund. Recommended by the Selectmen. David Hughes explained that 
this is creating a new expendable trust fund. Money has been taken out of the Highway 
Department budget and put in here to keep all repairs and maintenance in one fund. An 
expendable fund doesn’t lapse so the money would stay in the fund and can be used at any time. 
Greg Hime asked if this fund, as with other funds in town, is up to the discretion of the 
Selectmen to spend. Mr. Hughes answered, “Yes, when an article reads that the Selectmen are 
appointed to expend from the fund.” The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 10. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by David Johnson to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $266,442 for the operation of the Police Department. ($257,695 was 
appropriated in 2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 11. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by David Johnson to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $20,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve fund for the 
purpose of purchasing a fully equipped police cruiser. ($20,000 appropriated in 2012). The 


Selectmen recommend this appropriation. The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in 
favor. 


Article 12. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Debbie Ulm to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $134,501 for the maintenance of the Center Harbor Fire Department. 
($129,661 appropriated in 2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 13. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Gregory Hime to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $25,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purpose of purchasing a Fire Department engine or rescue vehicle. ($25,000 was appropriated in 
2012). The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. The vote to approve this Article was 
unanimously in favor. 


Article 14. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Gregory Hime to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve fund for the purpose 
of purchasing Self-Contained Breathing Apparatus (S.C.B.A.). ($5,000 appropriated in 2012). 
The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. Mr. Hime asked how many of these we have and 
how many do we need. Fire Chief John Schlemmer said that in 2007 they bought 12, at a cost of 
about $6,500, and in about ten years they will be outdated. This will keep us on track so that we 
won’t have to ask for $60,000 or $70,000. Karen Ponton asked when the SCBA actually are 
purchased. Charley Hanson answered that over the years the trust funds have been set to smooth 
out expenditures over time. That way we don’t shock the tax payers by coming in and asking for 
a large sum of money at one time, and keep the tax rate stable. Mr. Hime asked what kind of 
interest the trust funds get. Robin Woodaman pointed out that the Trustees Report is on Page 46 
of the Town Report. Charley Hanson said that the funds are managed and the monies are in the 
custody of the Trustees of Trust Funds. The Board of Selectmen have been authorized as agents 
to expend the funds. The Trustees of the Trust Funds make sure that the money is used for the 
purpose of the Fund. Mr. Hime said that this is a large amount of money and there hasn’t been a 
lot of gain. Mr. Hime wondered if anyone has pursued looking at being able to make better use 
of the money that is held in trust. Charley Hanson said that was a very good observation and 
after the meeting he would be happy to show Mr. Hime some of the constraints that Municipal 
Government has in investing money. This Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 15. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Bob Chance to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $60,283 for the purpose of providing ambulance service to the Town. 
($57,402 appropriated in 2012). This Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 16. It was moved by Richard Hanson and seconded by Barbara Pinkard to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $176,779 for the disposition of Solid Waste. ($165,561 appropriated 
in 2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 17. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Gregory Hime to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $82,570 for the operation of the James E. Nichols Memorial Library. 
($97,766 appropriated in 2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 18. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Ron Ulm to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $48,470 for Parks and Recreation. ($50,820 appropriated in 2012). The 
vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 19. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by David Hughes to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $22,985 for Patriotic Purposes including Fourth of July activities. 
($22,750 appropriated in 2012). Charley Hanson told those present that in the past the Town of 
Moultonborough has donated to the cost of the 4" of July fireworks. This year Moultonborough 
will be donating half of the $12,500 cost of the fireworks. The vote to approve this article was 
unanimously in favor. 


Article 20. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $12,260 for the Center Harbor Town Band Concerts. ($11,810 was 
appropriated in 2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 21. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Gregory Hime to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $22,000 for Direct Welfare. ($20,000 was appropriated in 2012). The 
vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 22. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by David Hughes to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $7 for support of Emergency Management. ($1,200 appropriated in 
2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 23. It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Diane Drenkhahn to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,550 for Center Harbor’s share of the operation of the Red Hill Fire 
Tower. ($1,550 appropriated in 2012). The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in 
favor. 


Article 24. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Helen Heiner to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,000 for the Centre Harbor Historical Society. ($1,000 appropriated in 
2012). This Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 25. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by Rochelle Caney to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $41,216 for the support of the following health and welfare 
agencies. ($41,208 appropriated in 2012):

It was moved by Charley Hanson and seconded by Bob Chance to raise and 
appropriate $1,000 (one thousand dollars) to Interlakes Community Caregivers, Inc. to support 
the work of this local self-funded non-profit organization. (By petition). The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. This Article was approved by majority vote. 


Article 27. It was moved by David Hughes and seconded by Steve Caney to allow a 
discount of two (2) percent on taxes paid within twenty-two (22) days of issue of tax bills by the 
Tax collector. The vote to approve this Article was unanimously in favor. 


Article 28. It was moved by Richard Drenkhahn and seconded by David Hughes to 
choose agents or committees in relation to any article of the Warrant and hear reports of any 
heretofore chosen. The vote for this Article was unanimously in favor. 

Charley Hanson, on behalf of the Board of Selectmen, wanted to take this opportunity to thank 
everyone for coming out. Mr. Hanson said that he wanted to point out that part of what makes 
our Town so great is all of the employees and department heads who work here in Town and 
asked those present to give a thankful round of applause to all of the employees. 

John Kimball thanked all of the town employees and citizens that cared enough, and work so 
diligently, to keep Center Harbor the beautiful town that it is to live in, work in, and to be proud 


of. Mr. Kimball thanked everyone for the privilege of being our Moderator.

Article 1-A. To choose all necessary Town and School Officers for the year ensuing. 


Article 1-B: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-B, to the existing Town 
Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, to add, “Section 2:2:29 
Automotive — of, relating to, or concerned with self-propelled vehicles or machines”, 
to Section 2 Definitions. 

(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-C: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-C, to the existing Town 
Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, to add, “Section 2:2:30 Truck — 
an automotive vehicle equipped with a swivel for hauling a trailer; also: a truck with 
attached trailer’, to Section 2 Definitions. 

(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-D: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-D, to the existing Town 
Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, to add, “Section 4:4:9 Fences 
a. Fences located within the setback will have the good/finished side of the fence 
facing the neighbor; b. A Building Permit is required for the construction of any 
fence inside the setback; c. Fences outside of the setback will require a Building 
Permit if over $1,500.00 fair market value”. 

(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-E: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-E, to the existing Town 
Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, to delete from Section 5:1:1 
under Construction Permits, “A copy of the booklet, TOWN OF CENTER 
HARBOR ORDINANCES, REGULATIONS AND BY LAWS, shall be included 
with the original permit” and change the second sentence in paragraph four to read, 
“The property owner will be required to sign the Construction Permit or appoint by 


letter an agent to act in their behalf, thereby agreeing to all conditions, should the 
Center Harbor Selectmen deem it advisable’. 
(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-F: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-F, to the existing Town 
Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, to amend Section 9:1 Zoning 
Map and Districts to update Map and Lot Numbers and Road Names. 

(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-G: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-G, to the existing Town 
Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, to add to Section 9:4:3 
Commercial and Light Industry (CI) District, Permitted Uses #6: Auto Sales, service 
and repair businesses, ‘to include but not be limited to: trucks, cars, motorcycles, 
lawn and farm tractors, small engine vehicles i.e. snowmobiles, boat engines, ATVs, 
Jet Skis, Golf Carts’ (with a reference to Section 2:2:29 and Section 2:2:30). 
(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-H: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-H, to the existing Town 
Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, to delete from Section 11:2:2 
Water Body, the phrase, “natural or man-made”. 

(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-I: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-I, to the existing Town 
Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, to delete from Section 11:2:3 
Shorefront Lot, the phrase, “natural or created”. 

(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-J: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Amendment 1-J, to the existing Town 
Zoning Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, to change the number of units 
allowed for Lakes Winnipesaukee, Squam, and Waukewan in Section 3:3:3 Water 
Frontage from 1-2 to 1. 

(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-K: To see if the Town will vote to put the following wetlands into State Prime 
Wetlands status: 
Center Harbor Designated Wetland #43 Belknap Woods Beaver Ponds. 
(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 1-L: To see if the Town will vote to adopt, as proposed by the Planning Board, 
the Center Harbor Wetlands Resource Map. 
(Recommended by the Planning Board) 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $890,361 to defray 
the Town charges for the ensuing year. ($811,130 appropriated in 2013). 


Article 3. Special Warrant Article. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $10,000 to be placed in the existing Town Buildings Repairs and 
Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of repairing and maintaining 
municipally owned buildings. ($10,000 appropriated in 2013). The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). 


Article 4. Special Warrant Article. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate $10,000 to be placed in the existing Energy Conservation & Improvements 
Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of implementing the recommendations from the 
energy audit and future evaluations as may be performed on municipally owned buildings 
and grounds. ($20,000 appropriated in 2013). The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required). 


Article 5. Special Warrant Article. To see if the town will vote to create a 
Capital Reserve Fund, under the provisions of RSA 35:1 I, to be known as the Computer 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of purchasing computer equipment and 
to appropriate the sum of $15,000 for this fund and to appoint Selectmen as agents to 
expend from this fund. Recommended by the Selectmen. (Majority vote required). 


Article 6. Special Warrant Article. To see if the town will vote to create a 
Capital Reserve Fund, under the provisions of RSA 35:1 III, to be known as the 
Revaluation of Property Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of conducting revaluations 
of property and to appropriate the sum of $10,000 for this fund and to appoint Selectmen 
as agents to expend from this fund. Recommended by the Selectmen. (Majority vote 
required). 


Article 7. Special Warrant Article. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into a lease-purchase agreement in the amount of $13,500 payable 
over a term of three years at a rate of $4,500 per year to purchase two new copiers for the 
administrative offices and further to raise and appropriate $4,500 for the first years 
installment. This lease-purchase agreement contains an escape clause. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). 


Article 8. Special Warrant Article. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,000 for the purpose of the installation of a reader board at the 
Town’s Municipal Building. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority 
vote required). 


Article 9. Special Warrant Article. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,500 for the purpose of perambulating the Town boundaries. 
The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for 
the purpose of supporting the Coalition Communities. ($500 appropriated in 2012). The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). 


Article 11. | To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $304,167 
for the maintenance of Town Highways and Bridges, including sidewalks and dead tree 
removal. This appropriation to be offset with estimated $33,689 from State Highway 
Block Aid and the balance of the appropriation to be raised by taxes. ($288,322 
appropriated in 2013). 


Article 12. Special Warrant Article. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into a lease-purchase agreement, in the amount of $85,000, payable 
over a term of five years at a rate of $17,000 per year to purchase a new one-ton truck for 
the Public Works Department and further to raise and appropriate $17,000 for the first 
years installment.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $18,566 
for the purpose of providing Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid dispatch services to the 
Town. ($0 appropriated in 2013). 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 to 
be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of design and construction 


of a Public Safety Facility. ($0 appropriated in 2013). The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


Article 21. Special Warrant Article. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $50,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purpose of purchasing a Fire Department engine or rescue vehicle. ($25,000 appropriated 
in 2013). The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). 


Article 22. Special Warrant Article. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be placed in the existing Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purpose of purchasing Self-Contained Breathing Apparatus (S.C.B.A.). ($5,000 
appropriated in 2013). The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required). 


Article 23. Special Warrant Article. To see if the Town will vote to create an 
Expendable Trust Fund, under the provisions of RSA 31:19-a, to be known as the Town 
Vehicles Repairs Expendable Trust Fund, for the purpose of repairing Town vehicles and 
appropriate the sum of $10,000 for this fund and to appoint the Selectmen as agents to 
expend from this fund. Recommended by the Selectmen. (Majority vote required.)

Article 35. To see if the Town will vote to increase from 25% to 50% its deposit of the 
revenues collected from the Land Use Change Tax pursuant to RSA 79-A, into the Center 
Harbor Conservation Fund in accordance with RSA 36-A:5 III, such increase as 
authorized by RSA 79-A:25 IV. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 36. To see if the Town will vote to adopt pursuant to RSA 41: 14-c, the 

provisions of RSA 41:14-a - Acquisition or Sale of Land, Buildings, or Both, as 

follows: 
I. If adopted in accordance with RSA 41:14-c, the Selectmen shall have the 
authority to acquire or sell land, buildings, or both; provided, however, they shall 
first submit any such proposed acquisition or sale to the planning board and to the 
conservation commission for review and recommendation by those bodies, where 
a board or commission or both, exist.

II. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the sale of and the selectmen 
shall have no authority to sell: 
(a) Town-owned conservation land which is managed and controlled by the 
conservation commission under the provisions of RSA 36-A. 
(b) Any part of a town forest established under RSA 31:110 and managed under 
RSA 31:112. 
(c.) Any real estate that has been given, devised, or bequeathed to the town for 
charitable or community purposes except as provided in RSA 498: 4-a or RSA 
547:3-d. 
The authorization shall remain in effect until rescinded by a vote of Town Meeting. The 
Selectmen recommend this warrant article (Majority vote required). 


Article 37. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount of two (2) percent on 
property taxes paid within twenty-two (22) days of issue of tax bills by the Tax Collector. 


Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the issuance of property tax 
bills once a year and issue property tax bills twice a year. 


Article 39. | To choose agents or committees in relation to any article of the Warrant 
and hear reports of any heretofore chosen.

Librarian’s Report 


In Appeciation. Bess Hanson, a library trustee since 1988, retired from the board in 2013. In the 
twenty-four years Bess served as a trustee, the library expanded its hours, completed long- 
needed repairs, and embraced the digital age. These things could not have been accomplished 
without a dedicated and forward-looking library board. Bess has also been an active member of 
the Center Harbor Women’s Club, a ballot clerk and checklist supervisor. We thank Bess for her 
dedication and service to the library and the Center Harbor community. 


Community Use of the Library. In 2013, the library recorded 13,164 circulations. Notable was 
a 50% increase in youth circulation. In addition to material from our collection, our patrons 
downloaded 667 eBooks and audios from the NH-overdrive collection. We also loaned 621 
items to 106 NH libraries.

Programs for young readers. Our pre-school story time, which started at the beginning of the 
year, has become a popular program. Thanks go to Laura Thorndike and Carol Benoit for help 
in getting the program started, to Eloise Coudert for serving as a substitute story leader, and all 
the families that participated. In May, the staff created a section specifically for teen readers. 
Located by the door, it has become a popular collection. To accommodate the new teen shelf, 
juvenile non-fiction moved to the stacks and the New Hampshire collection to the meeting room, 
which is more conveniently located to genealogical materials 


Other Services for Patrons. During the year, there were 6,868 recorded visits to the Library and 
74 new library cards issued. The library staff responded to 131 requests for reference help, book 
advisory, and assistance with electronic resources. We borrowed 375 materials from other 
libraries for Center Harbor residents. In partnership with Altrusa of Meredith, we delivered 43 
books to homebound patrons. Our subscription to the Ancestry database was used 193 times. 
We added a pass to Castle in the Clouds; other passes provided are the Squam Lake Science 
Center, Shaker Village, the Currier Museum of Art, and the Wright Museum. Our email 
newsletter keeps patrons up-to-date on new materials and events. We reach out to community 
through our weblog, Facebook page and column in the Meredith News. The Nichols Library 
continues to partner with Bayswater Books to provide a discount on new bestsellers for library 
card holders. 
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Collection Development. The Library held 15,516 titles at the end of 2013. The library added 
962 new holdings and removed 1,117 dated, damaged or seldom used items from the collection.

Library Holdings 


In 2013, the staff reviewed circulation data for all print holdings. The review turned up many 
older items which were not being used, particularly in the non-fiction section. This accounts for 
the high number of titles removed from the collection this year. 


Computer Services and Digital Media. In 2013, our staff logged 1100 desktop workstation 
users and 268 wifi users; additional users accessed the wifi from outside the library. Our 
membership in the NH-Overdrive Downloadable Books consortium provided patrons access to 
the State Library’s large collection of eBooks and audios. Patrons downloaded 667 copies in 
2013, a 1.5% increase in use. Other digital resources offered by the library included Mango 
online language lessons, Ancestry Plus genealogical resources, Consumer Reports Online, and 
Ebscohost reference databases hosted by the NHSL. 


Building and Grounds. The dead shade tree on Main Street was taken down in September. A 
replacement will be planted in the spring. The Meredith Garden Club filled our planters with 
colorful arrangements all year. George and Susan Gurney pruned the library’s beds and 
plantings. 


Staff and Trustees. The Library Board of Trustees deserves special thanks for the many hours 
of service given to Nichols Library. You may not see them around, but they are busy looking 
after library maintenance, liaising with the town, keeping records of our activities and working 
on special projects. We could not get by without them. Library assistant Linda Belisle retired at 
the end of February. We hired Glenn Walter to take her position. Back up support was provided 
by Kim Anderson and Patti Nisbet. Librarian Jon Kinnaman attended trainings at the NH State 
Library, sat on the Town’s Joint Loss Management Committee. In 2014, he will chair the 
Scrooge and Marley Coop. 


Friends of the Library. Among the many people who contributed to the well-being of the 
Library this year were the Center Harbor Selectmen, Jeff Haines and The Center Harbor 
Highway Department, Bob Beem, and the Center Harbor Historical Society. We thank Altrusa’s 
volunteers for book deliveries, the Meredith Garden Club George and Susan Gurney for grounds 
work, and The Meredith Village Savings Bank for the Squam Lakes Science Center pass. We 
also thank the many friends of the library who donated materials and made gifts to our general 
fund. Finally, we thank the people of Center Harbor for their ongoing support of this historic 
library.

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2013 Center Harbor Planning Board Report 


2013 continued the trend of little subdivision activity and limited development. There were many 
changes on the Board including the addition of two new members Pete Louden and Bill Riccardi. The 
current Planning Board is made up of Jackie Baker, Peter Louden, Chuck Burns, Bill Riccardi, Charley 
Hanson, David Reilly, Harry Viens, as well as Planning and Zoning Clerk Janet Stitt. Any resident 
interested in joining the Board should stop by the Town Office and fill out an application. 


In 2013, the Board reviewed or acted upon, the following proposals/issues: 


e Attained final resolution of the Gavarny subdivision, which was litigated. The town prevailed in 
the litigation and a final approval was granted in December. 

e Continued work on a Water Resource Ordinance. The Board is bringing forward an updated 
wetlands map for consideration this year as it is the cornerstone of a new Water Resource 
Ordinance that will be brought forward in 2015. In the meantime, the current ordinance and map 
are what will be used to determine setbacks from water resources. 

e Reviewed 56 building permits and no wetlands permits. 

e Reviewed, and suggested changes to, the existing Center Harbor Zoning ordinances in place. 
The changes are mainly administrative and, in part, the result of recent litigation. These will be 
voted upon at Town Meeting. 

e Continued work to act on the Implementation section of the Master Plan. 

e Attained final resolution of the Bushman Site Plan review. This issue was litigated due to 
concerns raised by John Jordan, an abutter, that were thoroughly vetted by the Planning Board. 
The Town prevailed. 

e Approved the Bushman site plan review. 

e Approved Subdivisions for Paul Maggi and Herbert Pratt Dane, a Boundary Line Adjustment for 
Daniel Finn and Shirley Smith and a Site Plan Review for William Ricciardi and Jill Weed. 


The current issue of most concern to the Board is the implementation of a Water Resource Ordinance. 
The goal going forward is to create an ordinance, based on sound science, that will enable landowners 
more freedom to make choices as to how they develop their properties, while protecting the natural 
resources that the citizens of Center Harbor find important to their way of life. The current ordinance in 
place is outdated and very limiting. The new map is up for adoption this year, and the ensuing proposed 
ordinance for 2015, will hopefully address both these goals. Please take the time to learn about what the 
Board will be proposing next year. 


The Board would like to extend special thanks for the work Planning Board Clerk Janet Stitt does to 
keep us moving forward.

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Annual Report 
Center Harbor Fire Department 


Center Harbor Fire Department (CHFD) is part of the Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid 
Association, along with 34 area towns. The LRMFA notifies Departments through a pager 
system. Currently, our Department has 22 paid on call members. Of those paid members, 17 are 
certified firefighters, eight are Emergency Medical Technicians and four are new firefighters 
who will be attending firefighting school. 


The CHFD responded to 335 incidents in 2013. These incidents included fires, medical 
emergencies, hazardous material incidents, motor vehicle accidents, water rescues and service 
calls. This data represents a decrease of 49 calls over last year. July was our busiest month with 
40 calls. April was the least busy with 15 calls for the month. Statistically, Wednesdays were the 
busiest day of the week with 58 calls. 


CHFD has two Class A fire engines in its fleet. Our newest vehicle, Engine 1, is a 2011 engine 
that holds 1,650 gallons of water and has the capability of pumping 2,000 gallons per minute. 
Engine 2, a 2004 engine, carries 1000 gallons of water and has a pump capable of pumping 1,250 
gallons of water per minute. These engines are able to pump water from any of Center Harbor’s 
23 hydrants, cisterns, and accessible lakes and ponds. 


The Department has two rescue vehicles. Rescue 1 is a medium duty rescue truck with a fire 
pump, holds 300 gallons of water, and is foam capable. Rescue 1 carries medical equipment 
including cardiac monitoring devices and rescue equipment for motor vehicle accidents, such as 
the “Jaws of Life’. It also carries basic forestry equipment and ice and water rescue gear. 
Equipped to advanced life support level is our Rescue 2 vehicle. Rescue 2 is a light duty truck 
and carries medical equipment that can handle the most serious medical emergencies. Rescue 2 
can be used as a warming area in the winter months and as a cooling area in the summer months. 


Due to the fact that Center Harbor is a lake community; the CHFD has two boats available to 
respond to any lake or pond as needed. Boat 1 is equipped with a high-pressure fire pump that is 
removable and can be used from a dock or from the boat. It has basic medical gear and a 
floating-basket stretcher for carrying patients in the boat. Boat 2 is a smaller Zodiac-type 
inflatable boat that can go anywhere in shallow water and small ponds. 


In addition to emergency calls, CHFD occasionally assists the other Center Harbor Departments; 
Police, Highway, and Parks and Recreation. We also assist homeowners and businesses with 
alarm systems, smoke detectors, and carbon monoxide detectors. We inspect businesses for fire 
safety. We issue permits for campfires, brush piles, heating systems, and places of assembly. 


The CHFD is always open to new members. It is a very rewarding experience to be able to help 
your community. If you are interested in either firefighting or EMS, please call the station at 
253-4451.

2013 Annual Report 


During August of 2013 five members of the community responded to a request 
from the town selectmen to create and participate on the Center Harbor Fire 
Department Advisory Committee. The committee was charged as follows: 


Review the current Fire Department; 

1) standards of operations 

2) current staffing status 

3) research FF/EMT training requirements 

4) current equipment & possible future equipment needs. 


During the initial meeting of the committee in September Lee Callahan was 
elected as chairman. After some initial discussions with the Fire Chief, the 
committee determined that their focus should be on recruitment and retention of 
firefighters. During the remainder of the year the committee 


e researched the national trends in recruitment and retention in volunteer 
fire departments 

e researched the current levels of training and response stipends that 
Center Harbor and surrounding communities pay their firefighters 

e produced and distributed a questionnaire to all current Center Harbor 
firefighters to help determine what motivates them to volunteer. 

e discussed the current Standard Operating Guides and provided some 
suggestions for further development 

e met with the board of selectmen to recommend an increase in firefighter 
response stipends in 2014 to keep them in line with equivalent rates in 
surrounding communities. 


During 2014 the committee plans to continue to focus on recruitment and 
retention with a goal of building the total number of firefighting and EMT staff to 
a level that will allow the best possible service to the citizens of Center Harbor. 


The Fire Department Advisory Committee meets the first Tuesday of most 
months at 7:00pm in the town offices. Agendas and minutes of prior meetings 
are posted on the town website at http://www.centerharbornh.org/fire.html. The 
meetings are open to the public and the committee welcomes suggestions or 
questions.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603- 
271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at 


www.nhdflorg. 


This past fire season started in late March with the first reported fire on March 26th 2013. April, which is the traditional start to our 
spring fire season, started very dry with little measurable precipitation until the middle of the month. Approximately 70% of our 
reportable fires occurred during the months’ of April and May. The largest fire was 51 acres on April 29th. 81% of our fires occurred on 
class 3 or 4 fire danger days. By mid May, extensive rains began which provided us with a very wet summer overall. We had a longer 
fall fire season due to drier than normal conditions following leaf fall. Fortunately most of these fires were small and quickly 
extinguished. As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 
fire lookout towers to Class III or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are 
credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire 
spotting was supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Many homes in New Hampshire are 
located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during 
the 2013 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures 
to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

2013 Annual Report 


The biggest event for the Police Department this year was moving into our new 
space. We had a great showing at the open house and all those who attended were impressed 
with the outcome. All of us want to say thank you again for providing a station that our Town 
can be proud of and we can properly serve our community with. We also established a new 
dedicated 24-hour dispatch line at the Belknap County Sheriff’s Office. When you call (603) 
253-9756 it will be answered “Center Harbor Police” by the communication specialist who will 
then appropriately dispatch the call. This number can be used for both emergency and non 
emergency calls. 


We have also been hard at work this year focusing on improving public safety. One 
project that was completed by Sergeant Scott Weiss was the addition of “School Bus Stop 
Ahead” warning signs and the changing of a school bus pickup and drop-off location. This 
simple change has made a much safer situation for everyone. We also began working with the 
New Hampshire Department of Transportation on the placement of road signs on our state 
roads. Although this project is not complete, the goal is to have more effective placement of 
signs. 


Highway Safety Grants have always been one of the most effective methods of 
promoting safety and reducing crashes. We participated in Town specific patrols for speed and 
DWI enforcement as well as participating in “Operation Safe Commute”, a state wide 
enforcement campaign during commuting hours. These federal grants pay 100% of the 
officer’s time, and not only add an occasional police officer during the busy times, but also put 
officers on duty on select times when we would not have one on duty at all. This reduces call 
outs and promotes safety and has a deterrent effect on crime. Unfortunately even with our 
efforts, we still had a fatality this year which involved speed and alcohol. Death notifications 
have always been one of the toughest parts of our job. 


In 2013, Officer Donald Welch was promoted to the rank of Master Patrol Officer. MPO 
Welch has been with us since 2005 and had many years of part-time officer experience prior to 
that. He has volunteered his time at both the NH Special Olympics Winter and Summer games 
as well at other Special Olympics events. | had the honor of attending the International Law 
Enforcement Torch Run Conference along with 5 other selected NH Police Officers. While at 
the conference | participated in a torch run with people from all over the world. To date, Law 
Enforcement Torch Run programs have raised more than 461 million dollars for Special 
Olympics since it was created in 1981. 


Professional development and risk reduction is always part of our mission. This year 
thanks to training grants from of our insurance carrier, | completed the Leadership 2 Institute 
and Sergeant Weiss completed Leadership 1. In addition, all Department personnel completed 
an advanced driving course as well as the normal job specific training. Administrative Assistant 
Sandy Brackett and MPO Welch worked together to create a Wellness program for all Town 
employees including an incentive for exercising regularly. 
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We did face some staffing and scheduling challenges this year. The 4" Circuit Court 
changed how they do business. The intent of the court is to reduce the amount of time from 
arrest to case disposition. This is a positive step for both suspects and victims to rebuild their 
lives. The down side for us is that we went from scheduling 1 day a month for arraignments 
and trials to multiple days. This translates into more time out of town and increased shift 
coverage needs. To compound this problem, two of our Part-Time Officers resigned as they 
simply could not commit the time needed due to other obligations. These Officers left in good 
standing and served our community well. These positions will eventually be replaced but the 
loss of institutional and community knowledge will take some time to rebuild. This issue is not 
unique to Center Harbor and is a part of what all Police Departments are burdened with. 


We expanded our community policing programs this year to include “Cop Cards”. These 
cards were purchased for our Full-Time Police Officers and our Part-Time Administrative 
Assistant. The cards have a picture, biography and personal message from each person. They 
are a great way for people to get to know who we are and for children to collect. These cards 
were generously donated by EM Heath, Inc; we appreciate this business partner and all they do 
for our community. |! would also like to thank the Center Harbor Women’s Club for their 
donation to the “Ice Cream Ticket” program. This is the second year of the program and their 
second donation. This donation in conjunction with Dewey’s Ice Cream Parlor and Café has 
made the program a success. 


In 2013 we handled 2406 calls for service. There was a decrease in crimes against 
property but an increase in crimes against persons. Crimes do fluctuate and we adjust 
accordingly. While many towns were seeing an increase in burglaries, we saw a decrease. | 
believe that our patrol tactics continue to be a factor including the over 5000 business or 
property checks that were completed. | ask that if you see or hear anything suspicious to 
please report it. 


Uniform Crime Reporting is a voluntary reporting system which FBI uses to track crime 
nationally using a standard method. In Center Harbor we had the following Group A or Crimes 
Against Persons: 2 Forcible Fondling, 7 Simple Assault, 1 Intimidation, 1 Incest and 1 Statutory 
Rape. We also reported the following Group B or Crimes Against Property: 3 Burglary, 18 
Larceny, 1 Counterfeit/Forgery, 3 Fraud, 1 Stolen Property and 11 Destruction of Property. In 
addition we made 28 custodial arrests for a variety of offenses, investigated 48 motor vehicle 
accidents, 1110 motor vehicle stops, 44 motor vehicle complaints, 48 alarm activations, 7 
domestic disputes, 18 public disturbances/neighbor disputes, 13 sex offender registrations, 44 
motor vehicle complaints, 50 suspicious incidents, 57 citizen assists, 50 motorist assists, 29 
right-to-know requests, 40 pistol permit applications. These numbers do not include arrests or 
investigations handled by State Police.

2013 ANNUAL REPORT 


The hiring process for part-time summer staff began in late January. After completion of the hiring process, 
names were submitted for recommendation for employment to the Board of Selectmen by April. Three 
part-time lifeguards, one part-time WSI Instructor and lifeguard, and two part-time boat launch attendants 
were hired for the summer 2013 season. Boat launch attendants began working at the Town Docks 
Memorial Day weekend. Lifeguards began their duties at the Town Beach on June 20, prior to the I-L 
School District summer release. 


In April newly appointed Selectman, Harry Viens, Dept. Head of DPW, Jeff Haines, Dept. Head of PD, Mark 
Chase, and Dept. Head of P&R, Sandy Frost, toured all Parks and Recreation facilities in Center Harbor to 
review “signage” at each location. These sights included the CH Town Docks and Town Beach, 
Playground, Basketball Courts, Boat Trailer Parking, High Haith Beach, Ball Field and Tennis Courts. 


Additional “No Overnight Parking” signs were added to the boat trailer parking area next to the basketball 
courts. “Facility Use Permit Required” signs were posted at the Ball Field and the Pavilion at the Town 
Beach. Signage for “Pet Area” and a doggie baggy receptacle was placed on the grass island on Lake 
Street, next the Town Beach, to provide a pet-friendly area for pet owners . “No Pets” signs were placed on 
the wooden fences at Boat Launch park area and High Haith Beach park area. 


A portable toilet was placed at the CH Town Beach for use after staff hours. Additional portables are 
placed at High Haith Beach and the Ball Field during the season. New cigarette butt receptacles were 
placed at the entrance to the beach park. 


The Center Harbor boat launch policies state that Center Harbor residents/taxpayers may launch their 
boats for free. The Selectmen indicated that the following criteria may be used: 1) A “Center Harbor’ 
transfer station sticker, 2) Boat or car registration with Center Harbor address, 3) Driver's license with 
Center Harbor address, 4) Boat certificate with Center Harbor address. (NO ADDRESSES WITH A POST 
OFFICE BOX IN CENTER HARBOR MAY BE USED) 


Due to the construction of the new municipal building, Parks and Recreation events took place at the Town 
Bandstand. The annual Easter Egg Hunt took place at the Bandstand grounds on March 30". Following 
the egg hunt, families moved on over to the fire station for crafts, cookie decorating, refreshments, raffle 
prizes, goodie bags and visiting with “Mr. Bunny”. We had a large crowd of about 200 people. Everyone 
had a good time! 


The Memorial Day Parade took place on May 27* with the line-up beginning at 11:45 on Chase Circle. 
Participants in the event included Father Ronald Conklin, The Inter-Lakes Marching Band (Director Emily 
Eynon), Soloists — Victoria Jollimore and John Findlay, The Meredith Legion Honor Guard, Rev. Carol 
Asher, trumpet soloist - Kody Converse, and local Boy Scouts. Refreshments followed at the Bandstand. 
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The 4* of July Footrace is the largest Parks & Rec event! Work begins long before the race day. A mailing 
database was created from participants in the race from the previous year. Pre-registration forms were 
mailed from that list by April 30. Applications and a $15 pre-registration fee had to be received by June 
14‘, The 35 Annual Center Harbor Footrace turned out to be bigger than the year before! There were 
150 more participants than the previous year. It is predicted that there will be more participants in 2014 
with the 4" of July taking place on a weekend. 


There were two more new sponsors for the footrace in 2013. Sponsorship donations were received from 
Bootleggers, EM Heath, Meredith Village Savings Bank, Jackie’s Boutique, The Bay, Yikes, and Dewey's 
Ice Cream. EM Heath also donated cases of water, ice and oranges. Hannaford’s donated cases of water 
for the footrace. Many thanks go to Ron Ulm and Bob McSorley for their continued assistance on race day. 
They are always there to help! The Inter-Lakes Nordic Ski team and parents continued to assist with 
volunteers to help at numerous stations in the footrace. 


The 4" of July Fireworks are a costly line item for Parks and Recreation, but it should be noted that the 
Town of Moultonborough pays for half of the fireworks. Many thanks go to Moultonborough for their 
continued support. Words cannot express the gratitude for the many helping hands from the Police 
Department, the Highway Department, and the Fire Department on the 4" of July. We cannot forget the 
help received from our staff at the Town Hall, as they receive numerous phone calls and assist in any way 
that they can during this busy time of the year! 


Summer Parks and Recreation activities included swim lessons, tennis lessons and Harbor Kids Arts & 
Crafts. The beach and boat launch staff served as excellent ambassadors to the town of Center Harbor. 
Their consistent professionalism assisted beach and boat visitors in every way and provided a high level of 
safety. We had a great turnout with many local people for the end of the summer Beach Party. MVSB 
once again helped with make your own sundaes! Families enjoyed the scavenger hunt, face painting, 
loads of arts and crafts, refreshments, and raffle prizes. 


The end of the summer is bittersweet as we say goodbye to the lifeguards, the families and even the hot 
dog cart! Residents of Center Harbor continued to come to the Bandstand for the final guest concerts: 
Monadnock Band, Carter Mountain Brass Band, and Annie & The Orphans. The summer season officially 
ends as the boat launch attendants close the season at the Town Docks on Labor Day weekend. 


The final P&R activity for the year is the Halloween Party. The Halloween Egg and Treat Hunt took place at 
the Bandstand with a heavy rain coming to Center Harbor. This did not stop children and parents from 
coming! Pizza, drinks, and refreshments were served at the fire station and little children played and 
marveled at the fire trucks. 


So, as we close the year 2013, the big Christmas tree is shining with white lights on the Bandstand, 
donated by Joan Dole, in memory of her dear friend, Peg Lamprey. 


Many thanks go to the Town of Center Harbor community, the Board of Selectmen, the Municipal Staff at 
the Town Hall, and the Department Heads for their continued support .

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Center Harbor Conservation Commission (CHCC) 
Annual Report 2013 


The Conservation Commission has worked diligently in 2013, striving to protect the 
Town’s natural resources through land and water conservation and preservation. 


Late in 2012, discussions commenced between the CHCC and the Lakes Region 
Conservation Trust (LRCT) pertaining to the purchase of a Conservation Easement 
by the Town on a property atop Fogg Hill in West Center Harbor. The Conservation 
Easement would be paid for using monies from the Conservation Fund. Subsequent 
to a presentation given to the Select Board and with their unanimous approval of 
the project, a Public Hearing was held in March 2013. The purchase of this 192 acre 
tract of land by LRCT occurred on December 2, 2013. Conveyance of this Easement 
is expected to occur during the first part of 2014. 


Early in 2013, the development of the Center Harbor Water Resources Conservation 
Overlay District (WRCOD) project began. The purpose of this project is to guide land 
use in proximity to wetland, shore land and groundwater resources. A combined 
effort between the Select Board, Planning Board and Conservation Commission, 
along with assistance from a Certified Wetland Scientist and Municipal Planner has 
produced an updated and detailed Water Resources Map for vote in 2014. A draft 
ordinance has been written and is currently undergoing review by the Planning 
Board and citizens of the Town. 


In March of 2013, the voters of Center Harbor elected to place FIVE more wetland 
complexes into Prime Wetland status. The final candidate wetland, The Belknap 
Woods Beaver Ponds, will appear on the Town voter ballot in March 2014. With the 
Town’s and NH Department of Environmental Services’ (DES) approvals of this last 
proposed wetland comes the COMPLETION of the Prime Wetlands Project in Center 
Harbor, which was initiated in 2005 by alumni of the CHCC. 


An extensive review by the CHCC and Board of Selectmen of the current Land Use 
Change Tax (LUCT) allocation to the Conservation Fund occurred in November 
2013. Given the direct comparisons of LUCT allocations between Center Harbor and 
towns of similar population and square miles, along with that of our neighboring 
towns, it was determined by the CHCC and unanimously approved by the Board of 
Selectmen that an increase in the LUCT allocation to the Conservation Fund from 
25% to 50% would be appropriate. The CHCC hopes that this warrant article for 
2014 will be received with equal enthusiasm by the voters, as it is with the monies 
from the Conservation Fund that the CHCC was able to purchase Conservation 
Easements for Center Harbor Woods and Fogg Hill while developing a 
comprehensive Natural Resources Inventory and completing the Prime Wetlands 
Project. 
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CENTER HARBOR ENERGY COMMITTEE 
2013 Annual Report 


During the 2013 year of service to the residents of Center Harbor, the Energy Committee 
continued to focus efforts on various cost-effective energy-savings opportunities. In addition to 
exceeding both minimum and preferred goals for improved energy efficiency of the Municipal 
Building addition, the committee developed specifications and projected savings for insulating 
the Fire Station, and initiated a survey of all town outdoor lighting to determine need as well as 
effectiveness. These and other 2013 accomplishments are reported below: 


Municipal Building Renovations and Addition: 

e Worked with the Selectmen to optimize energy efficiency while evaluating reduced-cost 
alternatives. 

e Confirmed success of all actions taken to improve energy efficiency. GDS Associates, 
Inc. of Manchester, NH conducted and submitted a final site inspection report on October 
1, 2013 that concluded: “The final energy savings are a 64% energy reduction on an 
overall MMBtu basis when compared to code, which includes all end-uses including 
heating, hot water, air conditioning, lighting, and plug loads.” 

The project significantly exceeded the original requirements: “the addition and 
renovated portion of the Municipal Building be at least 25% more energy efficient than 
required by the New Hampshire Commercial 2009 International Energy Conservation 
Code.” And, even exceeded the stretch target of at least 50% more energy efficient! This 
is projected to save the Town approximately $8,000 per year in energy costs. 

e Assisted the Town in obtaining $27,800 in incentives from the NHEC Energy Solutions 
Program (see the NHEC November 2013 newsletter). 


Fire Station — Issued an RFP for improving the insulation of the Town’s Fire Station, evaluated 
the one response received, and worked with the Selectmen on obtaining the funds necessary to 
proceed with this project in 2014 or 2015. 


Street Lighting — Continued work on developing criteria for evaluating all functional aspects of 
the Town’s outdoor street lighting in an effort to both improve safety and minimize operating cost 
(paid by tax dollars). 


Useful Information — Distributed ongoing information via email and website regarding energy- 
efficiency methods, products, and savings, as well as notices of regional energy fairs and 
workshops. Join the Energy Committee’s email list and visit http://www.realitychec.org. 


The Energy Committee requests a 2014 appropriation of $10,000 (reduced from $20,000 last 
year) to the existing Energy Conservation & Improvements Expendable Trust Fund to improve 
the energy efficiency of those portions of the existing Municipal Building not addressed by the 
addition and renovations project, to continue other ongoing projects as noted above, and to 
initiate new projects. 


The Energy Committee meets the first Thursday of each month at 7:00 PM in the Cary Mead 
Meeting Room. Agenda and minutes are on the Town’s website, http://www.centerharbornh.org.

The town’s historical society has accomplished several significant steps in 2013, none 
of which could be done without the cooperation of the town and its citizens. We 
appreciate the help and accommodations that the town supplies. 


This past year we have reached 151 members, instituted our new by-laws, changed 
the in-house displays, improved the website, had outstanding programs, placed a 
brass plaque on the bandstand identifying its origin, and repaired a crumbling 

wall. The website (www.chhistory.com) has captured the attention of over 13,600 
visitors. Changes in the by-laws support a more local Center Harbor flavor lending to 
pleasing and organized displays. 


The big project this past year was to totally replace the outside walls of the kitchen 
and restroom. The wall was ready to collapse from dry rot, ant infestation and 
squirrel nests. Because the project was a major overhaul, we asked the local Rotary 
for help and were awarded a grant of $500.00. We are grateful for the financial 
assistance. We were also thankful for donations from several members of our 
historical society. The cost of repair was over $3300.00. (pictures posted on our 
website) 


The cemetery project has completed the mapping of 24 locations on the town’s 
map. This includes names, dates, and status of the sites. Over seven of the 
cemeteries population has been completed. This year we anticipate completing the 
mapping of historical locations and landmarks. 


The monthly programs running from April to October are, once again, outstanding this 
year. They are presented monthly on the fourth Thursday at 7:00 pm at the 
schoolhouse museum. Why not join the society this year and become involved in 
something bigger? You could even help us write this report next year!

The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an organization enabled by state law and established by its local 
municipalities to provide communities and the region with the capacity to respond to and shape the pressures of change in a 
purposeful way. With a service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, 
the LRPC provides a wide range of planning services to its members. As our economy and world change, so does the work 
we perform. The Commission offers direct and support services including, but not necessarily limited to, technical assistance, 
geographic information systems, transportation planning, land use, environmental planning, hazards planning and economic 
development. Local, state, and federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a regular dialogue with state 
agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and guidance to the 
governments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region. 


Some of the services provided on behalf of the town of Center Harbor and the region in the past fiscal year are noted below: 


OUTREACH 


e Assisted town officials with proposed changes to the town’s ordinances and regulations relative to water resources. 
Work included research and drafting language for town review and approval. 


e Made revisions to the Water Resources Overlay based on planning board discussion. 


e Discussed water resources protection ordinance to be proposed at the 2014 Town Meeting with consulting wetland 
scientist, board of selectmen and Conservation Commission member. 


e Researched and provided information related to the regulation of wind towers. 


e Assisted the town in printing large-scale wetland maps. Discussed water resources protection ordinance to be 
proposed at the 2014 Town Meeting with consulting wetland scientist, board of selectmen, and a Conservation 
Commission member. 


e Met with the board of selectmen regarding the Lakes Region Plan and A Granite State Future. 
e Completing work on an update to the town’s Hazard Mitigation Plan. 


e Met with municipal officials and NHDOT District 3 Engineer regarding access management, and provided written 
comments on a draft summary report for the traffic data collected on NH Route 25B requested by the NHDOT to 
support a Traffic Surveillance Team assessment and recommendation. 


e Analyzed and refined the sub-watershed catchments for Center Harbor Bay watershed for the Lake Winnipesaukee 
Watershed Association (LWWA) Mapping, and continue to work on the completion of the Center Harbor Bay Plan. 


e The Center Harbor Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) Coordinator arranged for an “Alternatives to HHW” 
demonstration and Flipbook distribution. 


e Provided three sets of maps for the town’s Master Plan binder. 
e Provided copies of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulations book to the town at considerable savings. 


REGIONAL SERVICES 


e Conducted an extensive public involvement effort to garner input for the Lakes Region Plan. Activities included 
attendance at business and community fairs and events, participation in a statistically valid telephone survey for the 
state and region, an Open House with multiple planning displays, press releases, web announcements and related 
activities which have reached a thousand or more people.

Applied for and successfully received two grants from NH Housing to assist targeted communities with workforce 
housing opportunities. 

Received funding and training from the NH Planners Association to assist communities interested in conducting 
health impact assessments as part of a community’s review of proposed development. 


Assisted members of the Pemigewasset River Local Advisory Committee (PRLAC) with the completion of the 
Pemigewasset River Corridor Management plan, which will help guide planning decisions within the corridor in the 
future. 


Added a map atlas to www.winnipesaukeegateway.org. 
Completed a Source Water Protection Grant proposal and 319 project summary. 


HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE 


Continued the summer tradition of convening the annual Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste Collections, 
which were conducted over two consecutive weekends at eight locations. Approximately 1,755 households from 24 
Lakes Region communities removed about 19,000 gallons of hazardous products from their homes. 


Over the past two years, 6,000 Flipbooks with tips and recipes for Alternatives to Household Hazardous Waste have 
been distributed. 


Continue to participate as a resource to the Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product Facility board. 


EDUCATION 


Organized and hosted three public Municipal Law Lectures, in cooperation with the NH Local Government Center: 
1) Procedural Basics for Planning and Zoning Boards; 2) Religion and Land Use Controls: What Are the Legal Limits? 
and 3) Innovative Land Use Controls: Reexamining Your Zoning Ordinance. 


Convened six Commission meetings and facilitated discussion on: Shoreland Water Quality Protection Act at One 
Year: How is it Doing?; The Shoreland Water Quality Act: Are Changes Needed?; NH Department of Transportation 
Balanced Scoreboard and Audience Participation; Siting Energy Projects in New Hampshire; Milfoil Invasive Species 
Management Strategies: Challenges and Opportunities; Lakes Region Transportation Improvement Plan. 


Held the 45 LRPC Annual Meeting at Church Landing in Meredith on June 25 with over 150 people in attendance. 
The keynote speaker was NH Department of Environmental Services Commissioner Thomas Burack, who talked 
about the environment and energy. The B. Kimball Ayers Award for outstanding, voluntary contributions to 
environmental protection was presented to Christopher Conrod of Tamworth and Awards of Appreciation were 
presented to the founding members of the Lakes Region Clean Waters Association: Donald Foudriat, Peter 
Karagianis, Esther Peters, and James Walker. 


ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


Awarded $200,000 from the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency’s (EPA) Brownfields Program to conduct 
additional hazardous material assessments in the region over the next two and a half years. This was the only EPA 
assessment grant received in NH in the past two years. 


Worked with regional energy leaders to facilitate a meeting of the Lakes Region Energy Alliance to build capacity to 
identify economic development opportunities related to energy. 


Coordinated with area economic development groups including Belknap Economic Development Council, Grafton 
County Economic Development Council, Franklin Business and Industrial Development Corporation, Mount 
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Washington Valley Economic Council, and the Wentworth Economic Development Council in pursuit of workforce 
development and growth opportunities for the region. Serve on the BEDC Board of Directors. 


Established a Broadband Stakeholders Group to contribute to the development of a regional Broadband Plan. 
Several meetings have been conducted around the region, as the plan is now in the plan development stages. 
Completed updates of broadband speeds available at key community institutions as part of an ongoing broadband 
mapping program. 

Convened several meetings of the Comprehensive Economic Development Strategy (CEDS) committee as part of a 


major update to the CEDS. The draft CEDS was released for public comment last June and approved by the LRPC 
in September 2013. It is awaiting approval from the U.S. Economic Development Administration. 


Completed the 2013 Development Trends Report, an annual survey of local development activity. 


TRANSPORTATION 


Successfully applied for and received $400,000 to continue an extensive regional transportation planning program 
through June 2015. 


Completed more than 170 traffic and turning movement counts around the region. 


Convened several meetings of the LRPC Transportation Technical Advisory Committee (TAC) to enhance local 
involvement in regional transportation planning and project development. Updated the TAC Member Guidebook. 


Completed the NH Route 140 Corridor Study, which included the towns of Alton, Belmont, Gilmanton, Northfield 
and Tilton. 


Assisted with a successful application to fund the expansion of transportation services for the elderly and disabled in 
Carroll County. Participated in and supported several Mid-State Regional Coordinating Council and Carroll County 
Regional Coordinating Council meetings. The RCCs advise the State Coordinating Council on public transit issues in 
their respective locations. 


Conducted preliminary research for the start of the Lakes Region Tour Scenic Byways Plan, which takes in portions of 
US Route 3, and NH Routes 11, 25, 28, 106 and 109. 


Completed an analysis, including maps, on the potential future demand for the Winnipesaukee Transit System. 


Participated in and reviewed the Governor’s Advisory Commission on Intermodal Transportation (GACIT) 
information relative to Lakes Region projects in the Ten Year Plan (TYP) 2013-2022. 


Reviewed and evaluated Lakes Region bridge projects in the state Ten Year Plan in cooperation with District 
Engineers. 


Represent rural areas of the state as a member of the Safe Routes to School State Advisory Committee.

The 2013 Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) Collections were conducted in a safe 
and efficient manner on July 27, 2013 and August 3, 2013 at eight different locations. The event was 
coordinated by the Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC). 1,669 households participated in 
this annual collection; overall this represents 4.4% of the households in the twenty-four Lakes 
Region communities that participated in this year’s HHW Collection. Five communities had local 
participation rates of more than 7%. 


More than 75,000 pounds of HHW, 29,000 feet of fluorescent bulbs, and more than 2,800 compact 
fluorescent bulbs (CFLs) were disposed of properly through these collections. Oil-based paint 
products and other petroleum products such as old gas comprise the majority of the hazardous 
products brought to the collection. Residents are encouraged to use latex paint when possible, for it 
is not considered a hazardous material in New Hampshire and any residue can be dried out and 
disposed of in the household trash. 


One-third of those attending this year’s collections had never attended an HHW collection in the 
Lakes Region. More than half the people participating in the survey indicated that they have used 
alternatives to household hazardous products. More than two-thirds of the survey respondents 
indicated that they would like to see more collection of unused medications in the region. It should 
be noted that more and more Lakes Region communities have been participating in the National 
Prescription Drug Take-Back Days in April and October as well as year-round collections through 
local police departments. 


We appreciate the efforts of the more than sixty volunteers and municipal staff whose assistance in 
publicizing and staffing the collection sites helps make these regional collections possible. While this 
year we had a number of new helpers, we also were able to recognize the sustained contributions of 
twenty-three individuals, each of whom has assisted with at least ten Lakes Region HHW collections 
and five individuals have been with us for twenty years or more! 


The next Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste Collections will be held July 26, 2014 and 
August 2, 2014. All residents and property owners in participating communities are encouraged to 
take this opportunity to safely dispose of your household hazardous products. For more

On behalf of the clients and staff of Child and Family Services, we are pleased to send this report 
to the residents of Center Harbor on the services we provided to residents in the past year. Town 
support is critical to our being able to offer a wide range of services to children and their families 
without regard to income. All of the agency’s services are affordable and accessible to families 
in need. 


We serve children, youth and families in clinical, community, school and home-based settings. 
The funding provided by the town mainly supports our Family and Children’s Counseling 
program, making it possible for us to provide needed services to those least able to afford them. 
In the current economic climate, more individuals and families are struggling to keep afloat. 
Challenged by unemployment or working more than one low-paying job, being uninsured or 
underinsured, and facing higher levels of stress due to short finances, leads to emotional stress. 
This combination of unrelenting pressure and limited resources can lead to a cycle of coping 
difficulties, emotional outbursts or withdrawal, and chronic relationship conflicts that can 
interfere with positive decision-making, healthy actions and parenting. 10 families received free 
or reduced services this past year. In addition, thanks to the Annette Schmitt Childrens’ 
Enrichment Fund, six children from Center Harbor were provided with school clothing and 
supplies and enrollment in sports activities. . 


Community support makes it possible for CFS to deliver a range of other family support services 
to residents. In 2013 in addition to family counseling we served children at our residential 
summer camp, Camp Spaulding and provided integrated home based services to restore positive 
functioning in several families that needed more intensive interventions. . 


Every dollar the community invests in Child and Family Services is returned many times over in 
the value of services provided to residents. Having local support makes it possible for us to apply 
for state and federal contracts and charitable funds from foundations. We continue to count on 
your help to be able to offer a full range of quality, professional services to children and their 
families who otherwise could not afford them because they lack insurance or are underinsured. 
75% of the families we serve live below the federal poverty guidelines. We believe that CFS has 
the most accessible and balanced fee policy of any similar agency in the state. This is made 
possible by grants, such as those received by the town of Center Harbor and makes it possible for 
us to serve the most needy, vulnerable families without regard to income. Town support also 
makes it possible for us to secure a range of other charitable and public dollars that require local 
matching funds. 


Child and Family Services is New Hampshire's oldest charitable social service organization. We 
have been serving New Hampshire children and families for 164 years. We are pleased to serve 
the families of Center Harbor through our NEW Laconia office location at 719 North Main 
Street as well as 841 Central Street, Franklin, 103 N. State Street, Concord, Manchester program 
sites: at 464 Chestnut Street and Teen Outreach Center, 99 Hanover Street where we serve 
homeless youth and operate the state’s only outpatient Adolescent Substance Abuse Treatment 
program and Camp Spaulding in Penacook, NH.

Lakes Region Visiting Nurse Association (LRVNA), (formerly Visiting Nurses of Meredith and Center 
Harbor and Meredith Public Health Nursing Association), is your local non-profit home care/Vvisiting 
nurse agency serving Meredith, Center Harbor, Moultonborough, and surrounding towns by request. 
Our highly skilled, licensed, and professional staff provides nursing, rehabilitation therapies, speech 
therapy, personal care assistance, well-baby visits, pediatrics, end-of-life care, and senior companion 
services within the home. Founded in 1923, LRVNA is a Medicare/Medicaid certified and licensed 
agency. We were inspected by the state of New Hampshire and Medicare services in November of 2011 
and were found to be deficiency free and in compliance with all state and federal regulations. Be sure to 
visit our website, www.vnmch.org, to help you address and answer questions about your present or future 
home health care needs. Please remember that we take all insurances. 


Remaining a small community-based visiting nurse agency is important to us. As a part of our mission 
we provide home care services to Center Harbor residents based on their need, not their ability to pay. 
Center Harbor’s community support each year enables us to continue to meet that mission. The present 
economic environment has led to more residents going without health insurance coverage, yet still in 
need of home health care services. LRVNA is the only home care agency that provides free home care 
services to Center Harbor residents. We are dedicated to providing care to Center Harbor residents in 
need. We of course continue to take Medicare, Medicaid, all private insurances, and donations. The 
Board of Directors is continually working on fundraising projects to help alleviate costs. 


LRVNA provides a free Blood Pressure clinic in the Carey Mead room on the first Monday of each 
month from 11 am to noon. Our annual seasonal flu clinic is held at our main office and several area 
businesses in addition to being sure our homebound clients receive them. LRVNA also continues to be 
an active member of the local Emergency Preparedness Council, working to keep Center Harbor 
prepared for any public health threats and also to keep abreast of current public health concerns. 


Our Board of Directors includes our community members: Chairman Chuck Thorndike, Vice-Chairman 
Robert Davis, Secretary Edward Touhey, Treasurer Ray Moritz Sr., Asst Treasurer Rick Goodby, 
Carolyn Schoenbauer, Linda Lee, Senator Jeanie Forrester, Cynthia Schlemmer RN, Harry Viens, and 
Lydia Torr. 


We moved into our permanent home at 186 Waukewan St., Meredith, in the spring of 2011. We provide 
walk-in services daily from 9-10 am and 1-2 pm at our Meredith office. Services include blood pressure 
checks, blood tests including PT/INR testing for Coumadin levels, and simple wound care. We do 
cholesterol checks by appointment. We ask for small donations for some of these services, but blood 
pressure is always free. In-office services are for those Meredith residents who are not homebound but 
require some limited skilled nursing care. One of the goals of the new building is to improve safe access 
to our office for our daily office hours, along with our home care services. Please stop by and visit our 
new space anytime. The office is open from 8 am to 4 pm daily, Monday through Friday. 


LRVNA provided! 120 visits and services to Center Harbor residents in 2013. Of those, 334 were 
nursing, 253 were rehabilitation therapies, 462 for personal care, 7 homemaking, and 57 were blood 


pressure checks in Center Harbor at the Carey Mead room. 


The next step in our future is to broaden our Palliative Care Program into a Certified Hospice Program. 
Please continue to look to us for assistance with end-of-life care and supportive care services.

The Winnipesaukee Wellness Center members thank you for your continued support of 
the Center in 2013. The Winnipesaukee Wellness Center is a medically supervised 
program that is a self-supporting department of Lakes Region General Hospital. Its 
mission is to promote health responsibility, to provide a safe, comfortable site to exercise, 
to provide ongoing support and encouragement of healthy lifestyle habits and to promote 
active lifestyles. An Advisory Committee consisting of members, interested community 
members, and LRGH management team meet monthly and oversee the Center’s 
operations. 

The Center depends on the support from surrounding towns and fundraisers to keep the 
member fees affordable for members of the community. During the past year, fifteen per 
cent of the membership is comprised of residents of Center Harbor who benefit from the 
services available to them at the Center. The members range in age from 42-92. 

The Center is open three days per week on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday from 6am to 
4pm. The program is not just an exercise program as the members benefit from the 
oversight and experience of a Registered Nurse who helps design an individualized 
exercise program to meet their needs. The members also benefit from the social aspect of 
the center and often attend luncheons or go to coffee after exercise which is an important 
aspect of many members’ lives. The monthly fee for the program is $50.00 per person 
and $80.00 per couple. Financial assistance is available to those who qualify.
